PAY INCREASE SOUGHT 


Employes’ Union Petitions 
for 8-Hour Day, 6-Day 
Week, Salary Hike. 


A determined effort to raise the 
pay and decrease the working hours 
of ambulance drivers at Grady hos- 
pital was launched Saturday night by 
the City and County Public Service 
Employes’ Local No. 17212, with a 
resolution passed at the semi-monthly 
meeting. 

The resolution was introduced by 
Fred K. Stephens, president of the lo- 
eal. It petitions the mayor, general 
council and the Grady trustees to 
place the drivers on an eight-hour 
'day, six-day week basis and to raise 
their pay in conformity with all 
other employes of the city. 

Ambulance drivers at present are 
paid $100 a month and work seven 
days a week in 12-hour shifts, In 
introducing the resolution Mr. Ste- 
phens pointed out that the average for 
ambulance calls is one every 10 min- 
utes and 4 seconds, and that a total

‘serum somewhat similar to that used 
for treatment of rabies. 

The serum is made through use of 
Indian monkeys of a rare type. This 
monkey is as susceptible to infantile 
paralysis as are human beings. The 
|monkey, therefore, is infected with 
‘the diseases with virus taken 
‘nasal passages. 

The infected monkey’s spinal cord 
is then excised and an emulsion made 


formalin which kills all virus during 
the process of preparation, rendering 
‘the vaccine harmless as far as hu- 
man beings are concerned.

Cotton Registers Big 
‘Drop, But Georgia 
Growers’ Revenue Gains 
More Than 100 Per Cent. 


By RALPH T. JONES. 

For the first year since cotton be- 
came king of agriculture in Georgia. 
that crop in 1934 represented less 
than half the state’s farm revenue. 
Figures from the United States de- 
partment of agriculture place the cot- 
ton revenue for the year, including 
both lint and seed. at $76,662,000, or 
47 per cent of the state's agricultural 
income. 

Production in bales for 1924 was 
995,000, and the 1935 crop, owing to 
operation of the Bankhead acreage re- 
striction act, will be approximately 
the same. Terms of the Bankhead act 
are for the two-year period. 

Georgia in 1934 stood in the third 
place as a cotton-producing state, be- 
ing surpassed only by ‘Texas and 
Mississippi. Two years ago it was 
in sixth place, having stepped ahead 
of Alabama and Arkansas in 1933 
and passed Oklahoma in 1934.

Borrowing Power. 

Last year, when the cotton grower 
was ready to market his cotton he 
found be could borrow, under govern- 
ment guarantee, 12 cents per pound.

It is simply vegetable matter 
which has been partly rotted, this rot- 
ting being arrested by the pressure 
of the earth. It is mined, dried and 


‘baled under pressure similar to the 


manner in which cotton is baled. 

There are only a few other direc- 
tions for spring care of the lawn. 
First, plenty of humus; second, plen- 
ty of food; third, plenty of mow- 
ing. 

The food necessary for the lawn 
should be applied at intervals of from 
two to four weeks apart. For a great

advised the application of heavy feed- 
ings. of fertilizer about twice a year. 
Experience has shown that this is no! 
as satisfactory as lighter feedings at 
more regular intervals. 

It has been established that lawns 
grow best in soils that are either neu- 
tral or slightly akaline. On the other 
hand, it has been found that weeds 


'thrive in soil that is either neuttal or 
Slightly sweet. 


Through these two 
facts there has been found a_ very 
practical method of ridding the lawn 
of many of its worst weeds. This 
must be remembered as a help but not 


‘a cure-all, There are few short cuts

The frequent application of sulphat: 
of ammonia or muriate of potash 
greatly encourages the growth of grass 
and at the same time tends to dis- 
courage weed growth by making th: 
soil slightly akaline. By the use of 
this material alone, much may be done 
toward ridding the lawn of weeds. 
This material should be applied at 
the rate of from 10 to 20 pounds to 
each 1,000 square feet. The applica 
tion of a top-dressing of granulate: 
peat moss will also tend towards this 
same end.

Sherman were deeply grieved to bear 
of her death on January 15, ia Denver, 
Colo. On October 19th Mrs. Sherman 
was struck by a bus in Washington, 
lL. C. and suffered a severe concus- 
sion from which she could not recov- 
er.

One of the results was 
the recognition of the home-maker in 
the 1930 census. For the first time in

'by action as rapid and dramatic as | 
| possible endeavor to reverse the trend | 
‘'teward economic isolation. Otherwise 
it must be prepared to accept a dras- 
tie dislocation and reorganization of | 
industry and agriculture, of capital | 
and labor.” | 

To effect this reversal trend, we

securing an especially favored econom- |

In extension studies included in the} 
book, the commission surveys our pres- 
ent tariff set-up, and suggests various 
methods of revising the tariff down- 
ward without dislocating domestic 
capital or labor.

Formerly they were chosen 
mainly from the popular magazines, 
but in the present collection only 
three popular magazines are repre- 
sented, while the other 16 stories are 
'taken from literary magazines, many 
of them little known. A few years ago 
the unsophisticated could enjoy Mr. 
O’Brien’s prize stories, but in Mr. 
Hansen's present selections the “aver- 
age American” might find nothing but 
bewilderment. 

“But what “happened?” the univer- 
sal cry might be. The answer is, noth- 
ing happened. On the surface, that 
‘is. Everything of significance in these 
stories takes shape under the sur- 
face, between and around and behind | 
the lines, Not what the characters | 
say. but’ what they leave unsaid, is 
important. Not what happens, but. 
what fails to happen, because of some 
often obscure cause-and-effect rela-. 
tionship. Certainly, current writers 
|are cutting new and diverse patterns | 
out of the basic materials of all sorts | 
of life, and sometimes they achieve | 
'vitality and a versatile realism. 

Inevitably, of course, the taste of | 
the reader differs from the taste of | 
the judges as to the “best” story. I 
do not think Louis Paul’s “No More | 
"Trouble for Jedwick” is as good as.

the mastery temperate in all 
things”: 
read on Septuagesima Sunday. 

John S. B. Monsell, who wrote th: 
words, was a clergyman of the Church

of England, born in Ireland, 1811, and. 


educated for the ministry at Trinity 
College, Dublin. His ministry was 
spent in England, first at Egham, and 
later at Guilford. in Surrey, where in 
1863 he published for his own congre- 
gation a volume of hymns entitled 
‘Hymns of Love and Praise. Mon 
séli's conviction that the hymns of the 
church, sung in praise of the Creator 
of all, should be more fervent and more 
joyous, inspired him to write as many 
as (4) hymns of which the best known 
are “Fight the Good Fight” and “On 
Qur Way Rejoicing.” 

The tune “Pentecost,” is by’ Wil 
liam Boyd, a clergyman of the Angli 
can church, London, born in Jamaica 
in 1848, who wrote it for a hymn to 
be sung at Whitsuntide. Without his 
knowledge, however, it was assigned 
by Sir Arthur Sullivan in a collec 
tion he was editing. to Monsell’s Sep 
tiiagesima hymn. It met with such 
favor that Boyd later gave his con 
sent, and the words and the tune even 
tualy became inspiringly associated.

Bullets Baste 
in the Ghost House 


And the Brides-to-be Shuddered 


AR-REMOVED, they thought, from 

any intrusion, two swaggering, 

youthful bank robbers relaxed to 
indulge in a hilarious double pre- 
nuptial celebration in an isolated 
dwelling at the abandoned little “ghost 
own” of Kinney, in southeastern 
Nebraska. It was the night of No- 
ember 30, 1934. Qn the morrow 
hey had planned to wed: their pretty 
weethearts in the nearby town of 
Marysville, Kansas. 

The party, including 2 children, 
numbered 13 merrymakers in all. Were 
the two prospective bridegrooms su- 
perstitious? Apparently not. Francis 
Harper, 22, and Earl Keeling, 32, 
whose reputations as Nebraska bad- 
men-were surprising for their years, 
had plundered banks and broken jail 
—so what! Here they were, joyous, 


' carefree, reveling in the hero-worship 


they could see reflected in the eyes of 
their adoring brides-to-be. 

Corks popped, and two jac.-rabbits 
simmered aromatically on the 
kitchen stove, and the sound 
of laughter filled the “ghost 
house.”’ The evening was still 
young. Outside the stars 
blinked brightly through the 
cold Nebraska air. But the 
stillness of the lonely scene 
was broken by the sound of 
footsteps crunching across 
the frozen ground. 

Came a rap at the door 
of the “ghost house,” one of 
the two remaining structures 
in almost forgotten Kinney. 
A rap which stilled the mer- 
riment inside and heralded 
the blazing, blasting pande-° 
monium which wrecked the 
robbers’ wedding feast, sub 
stantiated the “unlucky 18” 
superstition, and made it 
easier for small town bank 
presidents throughout the 
west to sleep well of nights 

The unexpected visitor was 
Vaughan Macklin, actual! 
owner of the dwelling: © He 
was greeted at the door by 
Ray Shores, 23, an innocent 
person,- it later developed 
whose association with bank 
robbers and bank robberies 
was purely accidental. Shores 
blood pressure must have 
leaped several points when 
he heard Macklin’s command: 

“Tell those birds inside to 
come out in 15 minutes and 
surrender peacefully, or hell 
is going to break loose! The 
place is surrounded by 18 
officers of the law. They're 
all armed and are prepared 
to lay down a _ tear-gas 
barrage.” 

Exactly a quarter of an 
hour later four of the five 
male celebrants emerged 
from the house with their 
hands in the air, peering in- 
tently into the darkness. 
They hesitated on the porch. 

“Come on, you guys!’ 
sang out one of the officers. 
“Step down off of there and 
come this way.” 

“Like hell I will!’ snarled 
one of the quartette. 

He sprang from the porch 
and plunged into the under. 
growth skirting the “ghost 
house.” Within a few of 
seconds he was followed in 
his dash for freedom by an- 
other of the men. From 
their ambush in the eerie shadows, the 
Federal agents and the county officers 
who had tracked the bandits to their 
lair opened fire with a crashing cres- 
cendo. Volley upon volley of shots 
shattered the night quiet of the sepul 
chral “ghose town.” 

When the smoke had cleared away 
the agents were dismayed to find that 
Francis Harper, who had been fast 
developing into one of the most dan- 
gyerous desperadoes in the west, had 
made good his escape. A distant shot 
(his signal for aid), led them to where 
lay the dapperly dressed Eari Keeling, 
mortally wounded in his effort to 
make a getaway. He too, was wanted 
for participation in bank robberies. |

Pollowing the raid on the bandit 
hideout in the “ghost town” police 
ransacked the dwelling aad discovered 


$2,800 in currency secreted in parti- 
tions. Also several hundred dollars m 
small bills were found hidden in a 
radio. Most of the money was iden 
tified as that taken in bank robberies 


in Nebraska and Iowa. 

In addition, the officers uncovered 
, veritable arsenal in the house. They 
confiscated 3 army rifles, 2 sawed-off 
shotguns, 2 sawed-off rifles and a 
number of automatic pistols. Investi- 
gation of the garage revealed a stolen 
automobile and 3 sets of license plates. 

The fact that the walls of the garage 
were virtually peppered with" bullet 
holes led the police to believe that the 
bank bandits and their mobsters had 
taken pains to get plenty of target 
practice. 

Two other active members of the 
robber gang, detectives believed, they 
barely missed capturing the night of 
the raid—Tom Limerick and Maurice 
Denning. Arriving at the “ghost 
house” in a stolen taxicab—apparently 
to join in the pre-nuptial festrvities— 
this pair turned and sped away amidst 
a hail of bullets. 

Only one of the adult guests at the 
bandits’ wedding feast was liberated 
after the raid. He was Ray Shores 
who answered the rap at the door. The 
Federal Grand Jury at Lincoln, Neb, 
returned indictments against Harper, 
Limerick and Denning on charges of 
robbery and violation of the “Lind 
bergh Law,” which carries a possible 
death penalty. Other guests against 
whom indictments were returned an 
charges of harboring criminals were: 

Mr. and Mrs. Hugh Berry, tenants 
of the “ghost house”; Mrs. Tom Lim- 
erick and Mrs. Maurice Denning, wives 
of the two bandits whose late arrival 
probably prevented their capture; Mrs. 
Likens and the Giermann girl. 

Held as material witnesses were 
Wayne Kipp, 35, and his wife, who 
apparently had been irvited to join in 
the festivities; and the two small 
daughters of the Berrys, 11 and 14 
years old respectively, who lived in the 
“host bouse” with their mother and 
father. 

So ended the wedding feast at “rob- 
bers’ roost’”’ in lonely “ghost town”— 
and the Law smiled grimly. For had 
it not dealt a deadly solar plexus blow 
against Lawlessness ?

HEN all the “hard-boiled” gen- 

tlemen of the press, the high- 

priced columnists and the skepti- 

cal book reviewers, get together 
and hail a brand-new writer as an author of 
great promise and a weaver of best-selling tales, 
that’s considered an exciting and important news 
event in the world of letters. 

But when these same sophisticated critice 
greet a young, hitherto unknown short-story 
writer on his debut in print as if they had been 
struck by a cyclone or shaken by an earth- 
quake, sprinkling their reckless encomiums with 
“dazzling, - 
“inspired,” 
isual, it's 


such adjectives as ‘impudent,’ 
“eccentric, ‘sardonic, “shocking,” 
and “electrifying, that’s not only wv 
downright sensational. 

Furthermore, these men who can make or 
break a reputation with a stroke of the pen not 
only hauled out their entire array of flattering 
words, but they have gone even further, labeling 
this particular 26-year-old scribbler as “a no- 
torious nose-thumbing trapeze performer, and 
writing a parody about him, beginning: 

He writes for the mith the

Of course, to anyone who reads the new ar- 
rival's 26 short stories in his volume entitled 
“The Daring Young Man on the Flying Tra- 
peze, where he has written about everything 
all the way from barber shops, bawdy houses, 
cold rooms in Manhattan and San Francisco, 
and pawning his typewriter, to the tale 
of a bum who remains too dignihed to

He does not seem at all worried 
about the fact that he is 
views which are highly unconventional!

‘| write the way most authors would like to 
write but can't. F*say only simple things, and 
I say them so simply that they become poetry 
and revelation. And I don’t try to be literary. 
By simple things I mean basic and inevitable 
things. Being alive, breathing, being able to 
walk, to see, hear, taste, touch, laugh, remem- 
ber, love. I mean being alive. 

‘Most. authors can’t do this because they 
have the idea that it ig something special to be 
a writer, which is silly.‘ Nothing could be more 
ordinary. And the most amusing thing in the 
world is a writer trying to be something else. 
A governor, for instance. 

‘I write because I cannot compose music, 


run a locomotive, carve stone, or make a po -

But in the past, many writers have 
embellished their subject matter so much that it 
loses truthfulness.” 

It is this truthfulness which William Saroyan 
would like to see injected into love as it is lived 
in life, as it is portrayed in fiction, as it is dis- 
cussed in conversation. Just as-he is sick of 
fripperies in style, of superficial affectations in 
mannerisms, so is he fed up on all flounces and 
frills which surround what. should be the noble 
but pure and unadulterated art of love. 

‘Take the subject of love, for instance,’’ con- 
tinued Saroyan. “I think very little of the sort 
of love and love-making to which most writers 
devote so many pages and so many meaningless 
phrases. 

“Love is a broad term vaguely identifying 
man’s instinctive and inevitable need for pri- 
vate fulfillment—the timeless need of male for 
female, female for male. The superficial as- 
pects of love, so valuable to tenth-rate novelists 
and authors of pulp stories, are largely just 
plain maudlin, stupid, false, lifeless. 

‘“When a man loves a woman, I don’t think 
he needs to say: ‘Darling, I love you.’ 

“It doesn’t clarify anything. It is a meaning- 
less and impudent remark. This kind of chiv- 
alry, the worship of the female and the substi- 
tution of gifts for true intensity of affection— 
these are the weaknesses of falsified love that 
the moving pictures emphasize. In the movies, of 
course, love has got to be conversational be- 
cause of the embargo on truth. 


5 eae in life the real article is easily recog- 
nized. It has no subterfuges, no screen 
of pretense around it. It is simple, direct, and 
without any sort of hocus-pocus. In the past, 
writing has not exactly mystified the aspects of 
love, but it has made them more complex than 
they really are. 
‘This is wrong. It is not true. It is not a 
real reflection of life. And that is why the 
younger writers like Ernest Hemingway in 


‘Farewell to Arms,’ Erskine Caldwell in “To 
bacco Road,’ and James Cain in “The Postman 
Always Rings Twice’ are in for so much crit- 
icism. 

‘As a matter of fact, they are simply break- 
ing down the old idea of fake love. They are 
not pompous and artificial at all. Therefore 
they are getting love back to flesh and spirit, 
where it belongs in real life, and where it must 
be set in fiction if fiction is to portray life and 
not be a cheap reproduction bedecked with tin- 
sel and disgusting flim-flam.”’ 

When he talks of other men’s books, the dar- 
ing young Saroyan has much to say about his 
contemporaries. Avgd he is as daring in his se- 
lection of authors as he is in his remarks about 
life. 

He picks as his favorites James Joyce, whose 
‘Ulysses’ had to undergo a court trial before 
it was admitted to our shores; Gertrude Stein, 
the lady who has been giving American audi- 
ences a dose of her incomprehenypbilities; E. E, 
Cummings, the poet who uses punctuation marks 
instead of words and eliminates all capital let- 
ters, and Thomas Mann, who wrote “Magic 
Mountain” and was recently exiled from the 


Third Reich. 


ae | THINK honesty is the most comical and 
dangerous thing in the world,” he says. 
“Upton Sinclair would have turned California 
upside-down being honest. The eyes of the 
world would have been on him and I think he 
would have been pretty lonely. Capitalism is 
being sustained throughout the world on the tan- 
tastic theory that dishonesty is proper because 
it is universal. 

“Naturally, I am opposed to vicious qualities 
in man. Greed, cruelty, deceit, fear of change. 
The American people are not afraid of change. 
Big palookas with vast fortunes keep putting 
over fancy propaganda on them; that’s all. 

“T think that only amiable scoundrels can 
make good politicians. There are plenty of them 
around today. Some of them are outstanding. 
Huey Long is a man that I consider might have 
been a great man. He has imagination. He 
does not belong in politics. He is a writer who 
got off on the wrong foot. He might have been 
our greatest humorist. Did you say Hitler? 
I don’t think much of him. 

“I don’t know whether all writers ought to 
expose the weaknesses of the present economic 
structure. A writer ought to do only what he 
cannot help doing. Myself, | have no choice. 
I find it impossible to be disinterested. I think 
that over 90 per cent of the novels being written 
today have no significance.

REALLY believe that I have lived the most 

richly full, adventurous, romantic life of any 

woman on earth. 1 don’t mean this in a boast- 
ing way; I can thank a man for it. Now I can 
look back as if from a mountain top and see my 
life with that man, Walter Wanderwell, like a 
‘winding stream that was fated for rapids, rocks, 
tragedy. You may ask, how can one say a thing 
like that? 

Because Captain Wanderwell was spec- 
tacular, fatalistic. He courted danger, went out 
of his way to find it. As I knew him longer and 
longer, saw him with superb aplomb defy one 
peril after another, a small fear grew within me. 
I felt that some day his magnificent luck might 
change; I had the conviction that human beings 
cannot take such chances in life as he took—and 
always Win. But I never let him perceive any 
inkling of my doubt. 

~ His life and mine were, from the ordinary 
point of view, completely unconventional. He 
didn’t care to save nioney, neither did Il. We 
wanted simply to roam the earth, searching for 
all the experiences it could give us.

You must know these things 
to understand why I believe Captain Wander- 
well’s first adventure and his last were linked, 
why his daring philosophy of life combined with 
outside events to end in disaster. 


Yes, Captain Wanderwell courted danger 
because he had supreme confidence that he 
could always defeat it. In this narrative I will 
give you many thrilling examples, but first I 
would like to retell one early episode. It’s of 
minor importance only, but it happened when 1 
was in my teens, soon after I had met the Cap- 
tain, and it left a vivid impress upon my memory.

H's true name was Valarian Johannes 

Tieczynski; he called himself Captain 
Walter Wanderwell. For ten years he and 
the beautiful woman who became his wife 
had been girdling the globe, finding adven- 
ture, romance, peril, hardship. Then came 
the fatal foggy night on the Long Beach, 
California, waterfront, when the young 
globetrotter was found murdered on his 
yacht, Carma, a bullet in bis back.

He was traveling in a 
car of his own design; it seems he and another 
man had made the usual globetrotter’s wager in 
Detroit, Michigan. Now they were on their way. 

But what interested me was a newspaper 
story explaining that Captain Wanderwell was 
vase for a feminine secretary to join his 
tour. She must be able to write articles for the 
newspapers, she must foreswear skirts and, in- 
cidentally, marriage for at least three years. 

I wanted that job. I was only a child, but 1 
looked older.

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Some Fantastic Performance 
AAs Staged by Commonwealth

ERSEY Justice sometimes 
J puts on some exceedingly 
fantastic performances. 
This hardly makes Justice in New 
Jersey an exception to the rule, 
for not many states in the union 
can their records without 
embarrassment. But New Jersey, 
because of a mere alliteration 
which looks striking in headlines 
and news Stories, has an undeserv- 
ed reputation for efficiency, swift- 
ness and general excellence. 

We recall that the common- 
wealth scored in the open-and- 
shut torch murder case in which 
Mrs. Mildred Mowry, the mail or- 
der bride, was unfortunate 
victim, and Henry Colin Campbell 
the murderer. We recall the Reid 
Ice Cream Company case in which 
several thugs went to the electric 
chair while Gov. Harry Moore, 
espeaking at a banquet, held a 
watch in his hand and made one 
of his impressive speeches. We re- 
member, too, the puzzling case of 
William Frazer, who drove the 
nude body of his paramour clear 
_ into Virginia before he was caught.

But against these triumphs there 
may be chalked some very pain- 
ful failures. 


Take, for instance, the murder 
of Sergt. James F. Knight of the 
Union City police. An article on 
this case appeared in the Justice 
series in April, 1933, about a year 
after the trial. The heading was, 
“Will Justice Triumph in This 
Case?” Though the defendants 
were and given long 
terms, the answer, eventually, was 


convicted 


in the negative. 
Jersey Juries Often 
Inclined To Compromise. 
Knight killed in March, 
1931, when an automobile load of 
holdup men encountered him soon 
after a silk robbery. A. long 
search followed and eventually six 
men went trial. For its star 
witness prosecution had An- 
thony Curto, a minor member of 
the stickup mob. Thanks to his 
testimony, all six defendants were 
convicted of murder in the second 
degree—one of those jury compro- 
mises which Jersey seems to have 
@ failing for—and they were sen- 
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tenced to serve thirty years at 
hard labor. 

But the court of errors and ap- 
peals ordered a new trial. The re- 
versal was caused by the fact that, 
during the trial, the jury was not 
sequestered and was allowed to 
separate during recesses. All six 
prisoners _were released on bail. 
But there never was another trial. 

tar Witness Curto recanted. Re- 
cently one of the six—Harold 
Meehan—was taken for a ride in 
New York. 

Perhaps Hudson county's most 
peculiar case was that one in 
which Michael Lange and Eugene 
Murphy were involved. These two 
were convicted and sentenced to 
the electric chair because they dis- 
posed of a body in the Secaucus 
meadows. Eventually the prosecu- 
tor himself had to appeal to the 
board of pardons and paroles in 
order to save the pair from the 
extreme penalty. 

Lange ran~- a speakeasy on 
Washington street. Murphy was a 
truck driver. Neither had any po- 
lice record. They were arrested 
when, following a collision, offi- 
cers discovered blood on their car 
and in the rumble seat. A few 
minutes later the body of John 
Cronin, a West Side plug-ugly, 
was discovered in a ditch. He had 
been shot several times. 

The prisoners, despite the blood 
on the car and on their clothing, 
made the mistake of denying 
everything. They stuck to their 
denials in the trial. Prosecutor 
John F. Drewen tore their testi- 
mony to shreds—and .they were 
convicted and sentenced to the 
chair. 

But that did not end the matter. 
Friends of the condemned men 
hired a new attorney, who pre- 
suaded them to tell their version 
of the homicide. Their version— 
backed by witnesses—was_ that 
Cronin, noted for his ugly dispo- 
sition, had entered the speakeasy 
drunk: and attempted to hold up 
the place. He laid his gun on the 
bar and Murphy seized it. 


Sentences Commuted; 
Was Justice Done? 


In the tussle Cronin got the gun, 
they told Drewen, and then Lange, 
who was also armed, fired in self- 
defense. 

Prosecutor Drewen, in his appeal 
to the board of pardons, said, “If 
the fatal wound was not inflicted 
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at the place where the body was 
found, then the real issue of the 
killing was never tried.” He point- 
ed out that “according to the 
statements as finally made by the 
defendants after their conviction 
had been affirmed, one of them 
had committed excusable homi- 
cide and the other was guilty of 
no offense whatever.” 


The sentences were commuted 
to life imprisonment. In other 
words, if their story is true, then 
Lange is serving life for an excus- 
able homicide and Murphy is 
serving life for no offense what- 
ever. ° 

Jersey justice seemed headed for 
a most noteworthy victory in the 
atrocious murder of Mrs. Eleanor 
Queen, and then suddenly col- 
lapsed in full flight. As in the 
Knight case, there was good work 
by the police, but once the case 
got out of the hands of the police, 
things happened. 

At about 6 a. m., May 27, 1925, 
a milkman, Walter Lang, heard 
moans issuing from a hallway on 
Willow avenue, Hoboken. He in- 
vestigated and found the form of 
a woman lying in a pool of blood. 
Victim of a ripper, she lived long 
enough to tell what had Nh)ap- 
pened. 

Mrs. Quinn, 31, and separated 
from her husband, said that on 
the previous evening she had en- 
tered a taxicab operated by a man 
she knew only as Harry at 66th 
street, Manhattan. She had 
known this man, who drove a red 
cab, for some time, but had never 
learned his full name. She said 
they drove about New York, then 
crossed the Hudson to Hoboken. 

She remembered taking a drink 
from a bottle he handed her and 
being led into the hallway. As 
soon as they were inside he at- 
tacked her and knocked her un- 
conscious when she resisted. That 
was all she remembered. She 
died late that afternoon. 

Unknown to the newspapers, 
the Hoboken police were already 
on the trail of the murderer. 
Within a few hours after the first 
stories appeared in the press, an 
anonymous telephone call came to 
Hoboken headquarters. The speak- 
er said that he had seen a blood- 
spattered young man _§ talking 
drunkenly with a guard on a 
Hudson and Manhattan’ tube 
train, traveling from Hoboken to 
Manhattan at about 2:45 the 
morning of the crime. 

“He seemed to know the guard,” 
said the informant. “I can’t say 
exactly why I think that, but that 
was my impression.” 

Chief Edward J. McFeely asked 
if other passengers had seen the 
man. 

“Oh, yes. quite a-few! The fel- 
low had blood on his shirt, sleeves 
and trousers, and I’m sure plenty 
of others on the train must have 
notice: Probably thought he had 
been in a fight.” 

The informant said he was 
practically certain the man board- 
ed the train at Hoboken. 

McFeely quickly located’ the 
train guard. James Dougherty. 
who stated that the blood-stained 
passenger was William J. Gorm- 
lev, a former emnplove of the Hud- 
son and Manhattan Co. Other 
passengers recalled the man. They 
said he had a bottle of ginger ale 
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in one pocket and a bottle of gin 
in the other. 

Officers checked up on Gorm- 
ley's movements. They learned 
that he had not been seen at his 
home on Watt street. Manhattan, 
since the day after the crime. 
Morcover. he had quit his job with 
a department store, where he had 
been employed as a driver, on May 
26. Or rather, he had not return- 
ed to work on the 27th, the morn- 
ing the dving woman was found. 

Still keeping these develop- 
ments from the public, the au- 
thorities had Gcrmley secretly in- 
dicted. Meanwhile he was traced 
to seaside resorts along the New 
Jersey coast, to the home of rela- 
tives in Philadelphia. But then 
the trail vanished. 

Fortunately the fugitive’s fin- 
gerprints were available at Wash- 
ington, for Gormley had once 
served in the 165th New York in- 
fantry. The police sent copies of 
the prints, as well as a description 
of the wanted man, to all prisons 
and police departments through- 
out the country. 

Late .in July, no further trace 
of Gormley having been found, 
McFeely abandoned his policy of 
secrecy and announced the iden- 
tity of the suspect.

“I believe he is the type that 
will commit a similar crime again,” 
he said. ‘When he does, we hope 
he won't be so sucessful in elud- 
ing pursuit.” 

Five vears later, on June 30, 
1930, the public learned that Wil- 
liam J. Gormley had been found. 
He was in the Michigan State 
Prison at Jackson, Mich., had been 
there, in fact, for two years of a 
five-vear sentence. The charge— 
attacking a school teacher in a 
school rest room. 


Tracked down by his finger- 
prints, he denied that his name 
was Gormley ‘he had been arresi- 
ed and convicted in Michigan un- 
der the name James Donnelly) but 
Policemen Walter Fallon, of Hobo- 
ken. who had served with Gorm- 
ley in the 165th. identified him at 
once. He was now 28 years old. 

The trial opened in Jersey City 
on October 27, 1930, before Justice 
Robert V. Kinkead. Harlem Besson 
was the prosecutor and Edward M. 
Salley headed the defense. Gorm- 
ley, black hair slicked back, and 
wearing a natty lighg gravy suit. 
lolled indolently in his chair as 
the jury, including a man who said 
he was opposed to car..al punish- 
ment, was selected. He maintained 
this unconcerned air throuzhout 
the proceedings, even while the 
milkman told of finding the hor- 
ribly mutilated victim. 

When the prosecution announc- 
ed that it rested its case, Attorney 
Saliey surprised the courtroom by 
sayin, “So does the defense!” 

The prosecution was totally un- 
prepared for the move. They had 
expected to plav havoc with Gorm- 
ley’s defense. Salley asserted that 
there was nothing against the de- 
fendent except circumstantial evi- 
dence, and that he was not plac- 
ing his client on the stand because 
he did not think it was necessary. 

“I do not believe that the pros- 
ecution has made out a case 
against Gormley.” said the attor- 
ney, “and so I choose to follow a 
motto inscribed over the court- 
house—‘Precedent makes law; if 
you stand well, stand still.’” 

The case went to the jury on 
October 29, and eight hours later 
they announced that they had 
found the defendant GUILTY 
OF MANSLAUGHTER. 

Justice Kinkead went white. For 
a moment he was speechless. 

“You have not done your duty,” 
he said finally. “If ever there was 
a case in which a verdict of guilty 
of murder in the first degree was 
justified. this was the one.” 

He stared at the jury, shaking 
his head incredulously. “After see- 
ing the horrible pictures and ex-

hibits of this woman's torn body 
and hearing how this man was 
covered with blood when he board- 
ed a Hudson-Manhattan train, 
how in God’s name could you 
bring in such a verdict as this? 

He discharged the jury ‘“with- 
out the thanks of the court” and 
stalked out of the room. 

Reporters learned that two of 
the jurors had held out for an 
acquittal while the rest favored a 
first degree murder verdict. When 
dinner time came, with no signs 
of agreement, they decided to 
compromise and go have some- 
thing to eat. They figured some 
sort of compromise was better 
than a deadlock. 


“Made a Mockery 


Of Jersey Justice” 


One of the jurors dazedly re- 
marked that he had been under 
the impression that the sentence 
for manslaughter was much great- 
er than 10 years in prisoh and a 
$1,000 fine. 

Justice Kinkead sentenced 
Gormley two days later. “When I 
was appointed to the benah,” he 
said. “I expressed the hope that I 
would never have to sentence a 
man to the electric chair, but 
Gormley, I would send you there 
gladly if I had the power. You 
have made a mockery and a laugh- 
ter of Jerscy Justice. 

“Because a jury was 'not brave 
enough or courageous enough to do 
its full duty by finding you guilty 
of murder and giving you life or 
sending you to the chair, the court 
is compelled to give you the futile 
sentence of 10 years and $1,000 
fine. You wil! remain committed 
until the fine is vaid. 

tts 

In the Lilliendahl case the jur- 
ors also wearied of their duty and 
brought in a compromise verdict, 
despite the generally accepted fact 
that this was first d-7ree murder 
and that the defendants should 
either have been convicted of first 
degree murder or acquitted. 

The principals were Dr. William 
Lilliendahl, 7°. his wife. Margar- 
et, 42, and Willis Beach, 57. of 
South Vinela ‘7. N. J. Mrs. Lillien- 
dahl, dark-e od, athletic Daucgh- 
ter of the /m-rican Revolution, 
had formerly been the doctor's 
secretary. An affair developed be- 
tween the wit? and Beach, a local 
poultryman, who was also mar- 
ried. 

On September 15, 1927, Dr. Lil- 
liendahl was shot to death while 
he and his wife were driving along 
a secluded road. She said two col- 
ored men held them up, that there 
had been a struggle, and that one 
of them had shot Dr. Lilliendahl. 
However— 

The doctor’s watch had not been 
taken, nor her wrist watch, nor 
her purse. nor her ring. Moreover, 
there were no signs of such a 
struggle as she described, and 
there were no other foot-prints at 
the scene but her's. 

Willis Beach fled the county 
when the police announced that 
certain witnesses were coming to 
look at him. The witnesses had 
seen a car, similar to the car own- 
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ed by Beach, emerge from the 
murder road. 

Later Beach gave himself up, 
and on the following November 28 
he and Mrs. Lilliendahl went on 
trial in Mays Landing. One witness 
identified Beach as the man who 
drove hurriedly from the scene of 
the crime, and another testified 
that Beach, after his flight from 
Atlantic county, confessed the 
crime to him in Baltimore. 

The jury wrangled for 23 hours 
and then their indurance collapsed 
They agreed to find the defend- 
ants guilty of voluntary man- 
slaughter. The court, in pronounc- 
ing sentence of 10 years at hard 
labor, said that “facually and leg- 
ally” the crime had been murder 
in the first degree. 

Beach died of a heart attack in 
October, 1930, and Mrs. Lillien- 
dahl was paroled on June 29, 1934, 
by Governor A. Harry Moore, aft- 
er physicians had reported that 
she was in a serious condition 
from cancer.

Jersey justice sent a man to the 
electric chair for the murder of 
Arthur Kupfer and Edith Janney 
despite evidence, which indicated 
that the switch had been thrown 
on the wrong man. 


The late Gcorge Brandon, who 
talked and also got the works. 


Kupfer and Miss Janney were 
driving home to Perth Amboy on 
the night of August 22, 1918. Ap- 
parently they were killed by some 
one or more persons to whom they 
had given a lift. Both had been 
shot, Kupfer in the back, the girl 
in the head. The car, the mecha- 
nism of which had gone wrong, 
was found some miles farther on. 


Burglar-Squealer 
Tried for Murder. 


The police confessed that they 
were completely baffled and for 20 
months there were no develop- 
ments. Then, in June, 1920, 
George H. Brandon, a convict in 
Auburn prison, New York, wrote 
the Union county authorities that 
he knew something about the 
Kupfer-Janney case and would 
disclose the identity of the mur- 
derer in consideration of his re- 
lease from Auburn and his place- 
ment in a job. 

Brandon was serving a sentence 
for burglary. 

Subsequently he named Charles 
Perchand, a fellow-convict, as the 
killer, saying Perchand had ad- 
mitted the crime to him several 
hours after it happened. Per- 
chand., interviewed, admitted that 
he had been in Kupfer’s car but 
asserted that Brandon himself had 
been with him and had fired the 
shots. 

The outcome of the negotiations 
was the trial of George Brandon 
for murder. Frank H. McDermit 
served as the defense attorney 
and was later disbarred for his 
conduct of the case. He had never 
interviewed his client until the day 
before the trial] and never inter- 
viewed defense witnesses. 

Perchand. star witness for the 
state, named Brandon as the mur- 
derer. Also, a fingerprint expert 
testified that Brandon’s prints had 
been found on the automobile. 

On this evidence George Bran- 
don was convicted and sentenced 
to death. Perchand got four 
years on a plea of non vult. 

Attorney McDermit neglected 
his client’s interests when there 
was no more money to pay for his 
services. The court of errors and 
appeals, in disbarring him, de- 
clared that he had “abandoned his 
client in the shadow of the elec- 
tric chair.” After six months no 
new evidence could be submitted, 
according to law (since changed 
for capital cases). 

Brandon’s wife strove frantically 
to obtain help from somewhere. 
Eventually Attorney I. Faerber 
Goldenhorn, of Jersey City, en- 
tered the case. He gathered 20 
affivadits containing evidence not 
used in the trial. mostly to prove 
an ironclad alibi for the condemn- 
ed man. 

But Governor Edward I. Ed- 
wards refused to grant the defense

any opportunity to prove its 
claims, and George Brandon went 
to his death August 23, 1921. 


Years later Jersey justice staged 
another queer performance in @ 
futile attempt to convict Mrs. 
Frances Stevens Hall; her brother, 
Willie Stevens, and her cousin, 
Henry Carpender, of the murder 
of the Rev. Edward Hall and his 
mistress, Eleanor Mills. A Major 
piece of evidence in the proceed- 
ings was a fingerprint on a call- 
ing card supposed to have been 
found with the bodies. 


Edward H. Schwartz, of Newark, 
was the expert who testified that 
the fingerprint on the card—a 
palable fake, according to defense 
experts—was that of Willie Stev- 
ens. 


Strange Case of the 
Preoccupied Attorney. 


Schwartz was the same expert 
who had figured in the Brandon 
case, in which the prints supposed 
to have been taken from the mur- 
der car were four times clearer 
than it is usually possible to ob- 
tain from the surface of an auto- 
mobile under perfect conditions,

Finally, there is the case of the 
preoccupied attorney. No names 
can be printed because the matter 
is not privileged. 


The defendant was a youth, ac- 
cused of fatally shooting, in a 
blind rage, a member of his fam- 
ily. He had no money to hire a 
lawyer, so the court assigned a 
prominent member of the New 
Jersey bar to defend him. The 
prominent member of the New 
Jersey bar was busily occupied 
with a political campaign and did 
not wish to waste any of his 
valuable time on this profitless 
cause. 

Just before the trial opened, the 
frightened defendant was uncer- 
tain whether he should plead 
guilty or not guilty. He really 
had a sympathetic story and a 
clever lawyer might have won an 
acquittal. But his attorney did 
not want to be bothered. 

“Make up your mind—make up 
your mind!” he snapped within 
the hearing of a reporter. “Do 
you wanna go to the chair? Do 
you wanna boin?” 

The boy shuddered, close to col- 
lapse. 

“Do you wanna take a plea or 
do you wanna boin?” the attorney 
repeated. “Come on—make up 
your mind!” ; 

The defendant pleaded guilty 
and went to state’s prison for 20 
years to life.

LTHOUGH there may, be 
A some change in the nation- 

al and international con- 
tract bride code, the ethics of the 
game will remain the same, be- 
cause ethics refer to the personal 
conduct of the player and not the 
routine conduct of the play. The 
etiquette of the game changes 
only for the better and those 
changes can be made, only, by the 
players themselves. 


In the rules are suggestions for 
the participants. Delaying unduly 
in calling or playing when there is 
no need to consider at length is 
not only poor form but. forbidden. 
Unnecessary delays may be con- 
sidered as a ruse to fool your op- 
ponents or give information to 
your partner. It is a basic princi- 
ple in the game of contract that 
information must be given only 
by means of legitimate calls. It is 
not good taste to emphasize any 
call by voice inflection or intona- 
tion or phrase it for possible part- 
ner interpfetation. Exceptional 
haste or hesitation in passing or 
doubling should not be used for 
the same reason. 


The rules permit players to re- 
view the bidding and unfortunate- 
ly, some take advantage of it con- 
tinually. The auction should be 
followed carefully making it un- 
necessary to review. Most of us 
have lazy minds and with a poor 
hand, wait until the close of the 
bidding and when it becomes our 
turn to lead request a review of 
the bidding. This delays the pro- 
gress of the game and gives an 
opportunity for unconscious voice 
inflections that may bear largely 
on the result of the hand. 


No player should call attention 
to the score. Every player has the 
right to obtain that information 
by looking for himself. 


The spirit of the smile or frown 
is what counts for or against you. 
There should be neither approval 
nor disapproval indicated by man- 
ner, gesture or facial expression 
of any call made by partner. En- 
couragement should be shown in 
the bidding response, discourage- 
ment in the pass, compliments or 
censure must be reserved for the 
after-game post-mortems. 

Boiled down, ethics mean good 
sportsmanship, the desire to “play 
the game” without taking unfair 
advantages of your opponents.

A CASE OF CARD ANALYSIS. 

A difficult problem of card an- 
alysis was presented by the fol- 
lowing deal played in a recent 
team-of-four match: 

North, Dealer 

Neither side vulnerable. 


D—Q 109642 
C—A J 104 


South 
S—K J 63 
H—K Q 9 5

The bidding: 


North East 

INT(1) Pass 2H(2) Pass

1—North did not like to open with 
either of his shaded major 
suits. 

2—South bid hearts before spades 
with two four-card suits. This 
leaves the chance open later to 
bid spades and by the reversal 
to show that one of the two 
suits and possibly both are of 
only four cards. 

3—Somewhat enthusiastic! 


THE PLAY 

West opened the eight of dia- 
monds and dummy won with the 
ace. Now we have a very pretty 
problem of analysis. 

Declarer counts six tricks in top 
cards with one or two possible ad- 
ditional spakes and one or two 
possible additional trumps. He 
also might win a trick with the 
club king. If two club tricks are 
lost game can still be made with 
the loss of either a trump or a 
spade. The contract appears to be 
a certainty in any one of these 
three contingencies: West holds 
the club ace; the trumps split 
three-two; or declarer picks up 
the spade queen. Declarer’s prob- 
lem then is to prepare a line of 
play that will give him the best 
chance against bad breaks in both 


trumps and clubs and against a 
bad guess in spades as well. 


One line of play adopted was as 
follows: Dummy led a diamond 
for South to ruff, then South 
cashed the king and queen of 
trumps. The intention -if the 
trumps broke, was to go back with 
the ace of spades and lead the re- 
maining diamond for ruff. There 
was a hazard in this line of play 
in that North could not be put in 
the lead quickly to take out the 
trumps in order to protect the 
spade suit. At this point declarer 
would have to lead up to, the club 
king or else cash the spade king 
to lead another round if the queen 


South West 


did not drop. As it was, the reve- « 


lation of the trump split induced 
the declarer to abandon his in- 
tended play. Instead. he led a 
small spade and the finesse of the 
ten lost to the queen with the re- 
sult that the contract was set one. 


At another table the decjarer 
on winning the first trick imme- 
diately took two rounds of trumps. 
This line, which practically as- 
sumes a three-two trump split 
and a correct guess in spades, has 
nothing to recommend it. 


The first line of play is superior 
but it seems to me that it is mere- 
ly a gesture in the right direction. 
Since it involves at a later stage 
trying to put dummy in with the 
club king, it would appear better 
to make the club play at an ear- 
lier stage before declarer has com- 
mitted himself in either trumps or 
spades. On Trick 2 dummy should 
lead a trump to the king and de- 
clarer should lead a club. “Une 
natural” as this play may seem, it 
has the merit of revealing at once 
how ambitious declarer has to be 
in the major suits. It also helps 
to clear dummy of clubs, which 
would be a vital necessity in the 
event that a bad break compelled 
@ cross-ruff. While it-may seem 
good play to hold up the club suit 
in the hope of working a throw-in 
that will assure the king, this 
hope must be a will’-o'-the-wisp. 
The hand is a laydown with any 
good break and if all breaks are 
bad the only hope of making the 
club king is by a voluntary lead. 
Nevertheless in this recommended 
line of play a different sort of 
throw-in may develop. If the club 
king is slaughtered and two 
more rounds of clubs force the 
dummy, declarer has _ prospects 
against a four-one trump break, of 
ruffing out all his minor suit 
cards, cashing two top spades, and 
if the spade queen does not drop, 
leading a third spade for throw- 
in. If the hand that then won the 
lead were the short trump hand 
he would now be compelled to 
lead a minor suit card and permit 
ruff and sluff that would give de- 
clarer-a total of ten tricks. 

It is noteworthy wud ui this line 
of play the bad break in clubs and 
the subsé€quent revelation of the 
bad trump split would practically 
compel declarer to cash two top 
spades instead of taking a finesse. 
He would be compelled to limit his 
loss and to look to a possible spade 
throw-in for contract, and would 
win the contract because of the 
drop of the spade queen.
